John Myers Fired Bullet 


Into Wife's Head and 
Turns Weapon On Him 
self-^Leaves Note to Po- 
lice Blaming a Former 
Friend For Killing—Man 
Denies Charge

MANY IN DANGER ZONE 


Roomers at the home of Mrs. A. 


L. King, 80 Hudson avenue, return- 
ing from church Sunday morning, 
were startled by the ringing report 
of a pistol shot, coming,from 
the 


apartments on the second floor of 
the building, occupied by John Mey- 
ers, aged 31, cement worker, 
and 


his wife, Helen Meyers, age 43 years. 


"I've done it," Meyers cried to 


Miss Edna Riley, another roomer, as 
he rushed 
from 
his 
apartments, 


flourishing a 32 calibre revolver. 


Before Miss Riley could inquire 


-what the "man had done, he ran back 
into his room and closed the door.* 
Almost immediately there followed a 
second shot. Rushing into the Mey- 
ers' apartments, the tenants of the 
house were horrified at 
the 
sight 


which met their gaze. 


Mrs. Meyers lay near a couch T)y 


the south window of the room, blood 
streaming from an ugly gun wound 
in her right eye. Meyers lay in a 
small pool of blood near the door, 
the revolver still clutched in his 
right hand. 
He had fired a bullet 


into the roof of his mouth. Death in 
both cases had been instantaneous. 


• Coroner W. L. Jackson was called 


and the "bodies later removed to the 
T. A. Bazler undertaking parlors in 
West Church street, where they were 
prepared for burial. 


A note written in a black memo- 
i andum book' and found in the cloth- 
ing of JMeyers, blamed the 
double 


tragedy ^to jealousy on the part of 
Meyers over, the alleged attentions 
of another man. 
. : "——-, is to blame for this," the 
rote read." 
.' . Bury us in the 


same lot if you can get one. Signed 
John Meyers, 80 Hudson avenue." 
iit is not known when the message 


"was Written in the book, but it is 
presumed Meyers wrote it in a fit of 
jealousy, probably sometime during 
the past week, and then waited the 
opportunity to carry out the deed. 


What little act that might have 


occurred ,in the Meyers' apartment to 
have caused the shooting, will never 
be known as both Meyers and Mrs. 
Meyers were dead when found. 


According to Mrs. King, proprie- 


tor of the apartment house, and jsev- 
eral of her tenants, there apparent- 
ly was 
no 
trouble between 
the 


couple Sunday nor any other time 
since they went to live at the King 
borne, about seven weeks ago. 


Saturday night Meyers and Mrs. 


Meyers attended a picture show, re- 
turning to their home about 10:30 
o'clock. 
He talked with :-rs. King 


about *the play and discussed with 
his wife the purchase of food for 
Sunday's dinner. 


Sunday morning he left the house 


for a walk in company with Mrs. 
Meyers father, William Hutton of 
Zanesville, who has been residing: in 
Newark. 
During his absence 
his 


wife was down in Mrs. King's apart- 
ment several 
times 
talking 
and 


laughing with other women tenants. 
Sh'e" was down stairs when 
Meyers 


and her father returned from their 
walk. Throwing his arms about his 
wife's waist, Meyers inquired what 
she was going to have for dinner. 


"Anything you wish, John," Mrs. 


Meyers replied. 
Then arm in arm the couple went 


up stairs to their rooms. A few min- 
utes later, Miss Riley was in the 
bathroom 
examining a damaged 


water pipe, when Meyers rushed 
from his rooms and told her, "I've 
done It." 


"I can't believe that the shooting 


of Mrs. Meyers was 
intentional," 


Mrs. King said Sunday. "I believe 
that Meyers 
accidently shot 
his 


wife while fooling with the gun and 
then frightened by what 
he 
had 


done, turned the gun on himself." 


But the message written in the 


"little black book" refutes this the- 
ory, as it shows premeditation on 
the part of Meyers, the cause, »and 
his final request as to the disposi- 
tion of the bodies. 
* "Why, I can't understand

prompted John to commit the double 
tragedy," Mr. Hutton, his father-in- 
law said. 
"He was in the best o 


spirits when we -were walking to- 
gether Sunday morning." 
The man referred to in the tnes 


sage left by Meyers said he coul< 
think of no reason why he should 
be made the cause of Meyers' act 


"1 knew him several years ago in 


the oil fields at Utica, and we neve 
had any trouble," the man said. " 
met his wife but once, and that wa* 
on the street, when she was In com 
jro«y with her husband.

Boston, Oct. 9.—German submar 


rine warfare* brought to this side of 
the Atlantic Sunday was pursued re- 
lentlessly throughout the night. With 
the dawn came reports of more ves- 
sels torpedoed and sunk. 


The captain 
of 
the 
Nantueket 


lightship, off which the attacks on 
passenger and 
freight ships were 


made, reported that three German 
submarines were 
operating 
south 


and southeast of Nantucket, and thatj 
a total of nine vessels had been de- 
stroyed. 


The identity of three of-this,num- 


ber was unknown -but ships from .the 
American destroyers 'flotilla at New- 
port were searching the seas for the 
crews' that were- supposed to 
have 


taken to their small boats.' 


Rushing to give battle to the sub- 


marines, three British cruisers were1 
off Nantucket shoals at 2:40 o'clock 
this morning. This was the first ap- 
pearance of any warship 01 the Brit- 
ish and French patrolling fleet in! 
that vicinity since the submarines be- 
gan their attacks at six o'clock yes- 
terdlay morning. 


The passengers and the crew of^ 


the Red Cross steamer Stephano and 
the crews of the British freighters 
Strathdene and West Point and the 
Dutch freighter Bloomersdijk, 
and 


the Norwegian freighter 
Christian 


Knudsen. destroyed yesterday, were 
landed at Newport, R. I., today. . 


The crew of the British freighter 


Kingston was missing this morning, 
but the men were reported to be in 
life boats 30 miles southeast of Nan- 
tucket. 


Early today the submarine or sub- 


marines had not been identified, but 
there is no doubt in the minds of nav- 
al officers that one of the engines of 
destruction was the German U-53. 
The belief is growing that the U-53 
is only one of a flotilla 'Of German 
submarines gathered for attacks on 
vessels of the allied nations. 


Shipping at ports along the New. 


England coast had been held up to 
a greater extent today and vessels at 
sea were reported making for the 
nearest harbor. 
The American- steamer 
Kansan 


which was held up by a submarine 
off Nantucket at 4:40 o'clock yes- 
terday morning arrived here today. 
Her captain said that he had turned 
back in response to the signals of 
distress from the West Point 
but] 


finding that his assistance was not 
required he proceeded to Boston.

Germans was the British owned pas- 
senger liner Stephano. 
The vessel 


was on her regular trip 
from St.

Stephano was valued at S4GO.OOO. 
She carried also a cargo of codfish, 
etc., valued at ? 150.000. Her naval 
value was due to the fact that she 
had been sold to the Russian govern- 
ment and was soon to be used as an 
ice-breaker. 
Submarine activities began at day- 


light Sunday, three miles east of 
Nantucfcet lightship, when the Am- 
erican steamer Kansan was sighted 
and signalled to stop.

the 


submarine commander was satisfied 
that she was an American vessel he 
allowed her to proceed. 


The submarine then 
moved 
in 


close to the lightship, where at six 
a. m. she stopped the British steam- 
er Strathdene. bound from New 
York for Bordeaux.

Place the damp blot- 
ting paper over the dent and press 
firmly with the iron. As soon as the 
paper dries examine the mark.

will then be found that the cavity has 
filled up to a surprising extent Where 
the dent is very deep a second or even 
a third application on the lines indi 
cated might be tried. Sooner or later 
even serious depressions can be drawn 
up, and most people who have not 
tried this plan will be surprised at the 
result of the treatment Repolisbing 
will clear away even the slight marks 
that might finally remain.

THE STRIKE THREAT 


What Wilson "Saved" the Farmers 
By Averting Railroad Paralysis. 


By Frank G. Odell. Member Executive Committees Farmers' National 
Congress of the United States and Editor Nebraska Farm Magazine. 


The farmers of America have just 


faced a crisis, from 
which 
they 


have 1 oen delivered by prompt ac- 
tion by the President of the United 
States. 
It is the purpose of 
this 


nrticle to call their attention to a 
condition which they have fortunate- 
ly escaped. 


For approximately 
three months 


in the summer of 1916 the country 
was faced with the threat of a na- 
tion-^ ide railway strike. The rail- 
way managers and 
representatives 


of the "Big 
Four" 
Brotherhoods, 


representing all the railroads of the 
United States ami their 400,000 em- 
ployed in train service, were dead- 
locked in a controversy over houfs 
of labor and wage schedules. About 
the middle of August a crisis was 
imminent. 
President Wilson volun- 


teered to act as mediator in the in- 
terest of the public. His efforts were 
unavailing because legislation look- 
nig toward the settlement of all in- 
dustrial disputes, 
begun 
by 
this 


Democratic Congress had not yet 
gone far enough, the President had 
no power to force arbitration. 
An 


impasse was again 
reached. 
Th'e 


Brotherhoods issued a strike order 
to be effective 
on 
"Labor 
Day." 


September 4. 


The railroad managements recog- 
ypd the imminence of the strike. 


Embargo orders 
were issued on 


freight 
shipments. 
Placards were 


posted all over the 
United 
States 


stating that because of impending 
s'trike conditions tickets would be 
sold only subject to delay. Supplies 
and strike breakers were mobilized 
at 
strategic 
points. The country 


waited, Breathless, for the storm to 
break. 
It was apparent that neith- 


er party was bluffing. 


Assiduous efforts are being made 
politicians and representatives of 


special interests to discredit the mo- 
tives of the President in his relation 
to this controversy. The 
inside 


ry of the strike legislation is here 


made public for the first time. 


The President 
saw 
a _ national 


alamity impending. 
Immediate ac- 
lion was imperative. He called cer- 
iain leaders of his party' into con- 
lerence with him in the President's 
room at the Capitol. They 
were: 


Senator 
Kern, 
Democratic 
floor 


leader of the Senate: Senator New- 
iands, chairman of the Senate com- 
mittee 
on 
Interstate 
Commerce; 


Representative Kitchm. Democratic 
floor leader of the House; Represen- 
tative Adamson,

House committee on Interstate Com- 
merce. 


The President and those four gen- 


tlemen wrote the bill which was pre- 
sented to Congress with the special 
message of the President on the fol- 
lowing day. , XeitJier the railroads, 
nor the Brotherhoods were consult- 
ed. 
Xetther party knew what th« 


l contained until it was made pub- 


lic. . Neither party made any demand- 
on the President or his advisers, or 
had the slightest influence in the 
framing of the bill. 
That portion of the bill providing 


for the establishment ^ of. an .eight-- 
hour day for .railroad employes en- 
gaged,in-the operation of trains be- 
came a law. It was accepted by the 
L.rotherhoods; the strike was can- 
celled and the impending calamity 
was averted. 


An_ appeal is being made to the

No class of-the American people 


stood the chance- of-losing so much 
from- a strike an the 
fanner.

single week of inactivity in the" op- 
eration of freight and express ser- 
vice would have paralyzed his mar- 
ket for a month or more. Coming at 
the time of marketing of perishable 
fall fruits and vegetables, his. Joss 
from this source alone would have 
ran into the millions. 
The demor- 


alization of his market would "have 
opened opportunity for 
juggling in 


the grain exchanges and commission 
center^—an opportunity which crafty 
speculators 
would 
have 
speedily- 


seized — and 
multiplied 
millions 


would- have been 
taken 
from the 


hard-earned profits of the producers. 


When a single deal in the Chicago 


wheat pit runs into profits of $2,000 
per minute on a "bull" market, hu- 
man reason is powerless to conjec- 
ture what the gamblers would! have 
done to the farmer with a strike on 
and the world clamoring for food. 
The gambler in food-stuffs has the 
game rigged against the farmer'both 
wavs from the middle. 
A nation- 


wide strike would have been a gam- 
blers" carnival.

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quate to handle the entire normal 
crop and it would have been impos-r 
sible to get the

without train service. 


The immense dairy. interest, the 


poultry market, the citrus growers, 
the grower of prunes, plums, pears, 
etc., 
would all have shared in 
the 


national calamity which impended. 


President Wilson prevented this 


calamity. 
For this he is denounced 


by those who fail to state how they 
would have protected the interests 
of the farmers of America in such 
a crisis. 


It is estimated by the railroad 


managements that the 
alleged in- 


crease in wages which they would 
have to pay because of the 
eight- 


hour day would amount to a figure 
ranging from $50,000,000 to $100.- 
000,000 during the year. 
Allowing 


their highest figure of $100.000,000, 
the farmers of the 
United 
States 


would have lost more than this in 
thirty days had 
there not been a 


man in the White House big enough 
to protect the interest of the whole 
people. 
$ 


•Five cents a bushel on wheat is 


easy picking for the pit gamblers 
when they can play the market at 
their own sweet will. It would have 
meant fifty million dollars loss to 
tne farmers on the billion bushel 
crop. The gamblers may get it any- 
how—but they will not find it so 
easy since the federal department of 
agriculture has established an hon- 
est system of grading under a law 
passed by the present Congress. 


"James K. ArmsTjy, - one 
of 
the 


largest shippers of -fruit in Califor- 
nia and a Republican, recently made 
the statement that if the threatened 
raliroad strike had taken place it 
would have bankrupted many of the 
fruit growers of that state. He said 
it would have caused a loss of not 
less than $20.000,000 to the fruit 
industry of California alone. 
This 


amount is probably much too low. 


The peach crop now going to mar- 


ket, with a value of about $55.000,- 
000, would" have been practically a 
total loss, "had the President not in- 
duced Congress to act.

ery single item of this year's farm 
products.

this .single in- 


stance: This-telegram sent to Presi- 
dent Wilson on September 2d by 
Henry Ford, the 
world's 
greatest 


automobile manufacturer: 


"The President: The moment it in 


positively known that a strike will 
become effective on the 
railroads, 


the Ford Company will of absolute 
necessity shut down its factory and 
all of its assembly plants through- 
out the country, and every man of 
its more than 49,000 workers will 
Jhave to go off the pay roll. 


"Our 
business is 
so 
organized 


that the supplies and products must 
be kept moving constantly. We can-, 
not move a Hay without railroad ser- 
vice. We are making 2.200 cars ev- 
ery day.' The materials" must be 
moved in and cars out. I sincerely 
hope something 
can be done 
to 


evert the strike. 
Your efforts are 


appreciated and 
should

country.

STOCK MARKET 


SUFFERS FROM 


U-BOAT SUCCESS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


New York, Oct. 9.—The stock 


market was demoralized at today's 
opening, standard issues as well as 
war stocks breaking five, 10 and even 
12 points at the outset on enormous 
liquidation. 
The break was attrib- 


uted to the German submarine ac- 
tivities and their 
possible 
conse- 


quence. 


After the most exciting half hour 


seen in the stock market since the 
panic of 1907 the tide of liquidation 
was stemmed by heavy volume of 
buying orders reported to have sent 
to the market by important banking 
interests. 


A wave of selling hit the cotton 


market at the opening today, causing 
a break of from eight to 32 points 
from Saturday's close. Fear of dif- 
ficulty in making cotton exports due 
to the presence of German subma- 
rines was responsible. 


Marine 
insurance 
rates, 
from 


American to English 
ports 
today 


jumped one to five per cent in con- 
sequence Of the German submarine 
operations. Rates to Havre and Bor- 
deaux increased from 5-8 to 3-4 of 
one per cent to five per cent. 


Recoveries ranged from four 
to 


eight points while Republic Steel vir- 
tually regained its 18-point decline. 


Sales in the first hour reached the 


unprecedented total of approximately 
900.000 shares. Among the factors 
that helped to readjust prices was the 
reasoning of some traders that 
a 


more tense 
international 
situation 


would be likely to rebound to the 
greater advantage of war stocks. 


The initial decline was accelerated 


by the wiping out of many weak bull 
accounts.

Eagle's Nest, to participate in the 
dedication and unveiling of a monu- 
ment on one of the most picturesque 
routes in the United States, the old 
National Road. The dedication exer- 
cises started promptly at 3 o'clock 
on Eagle Nest hill, a short distance 
west of Brownsville, Licking county, 
fifteen miles southeast of the city.

monument, a huge boulder, 


setting upon a foundation of smaller 
rocks, bore this inscription:

Brown, gathered to his fathers. But 
with us is the tireless 
Archibald 


Huston, W. A. Alsdorf, B. A. Mat- 
thews. James R. Marker, George F. 
Rudisill and Hon. W. D. Fulton of 
Newark. 


"We recall 
with pleasure 
the 


launching of your splendid "effort, 
and that we had at the very front 
that splendid statesman, that 
loyal 


fOhioan, that virile and fine 
young 


man, James M. Cox, whose untiring 
efforts secured one-fourth of the en- 
tire appropriation made by congress 
for experimental road purposes, and 
we have met today especially for
